He knew he wras 
doomed and he aweke 
every morn­ 
ing with the 
expectation 
that 
it 
night be his last of life. 
For months 
he exercised 
every 
precaution in the hope that his ene­ 
mies 
might 
not 
catch 
him 
un­ 
awares, and that, if he had to die, he 
might take some of them writh him. 
But familiarity with death had made 
him more careless of his safety than 
his foes, who were more patient than 
he. 
They waited until they could “get” 
him without giving him 
a chance. 
That opportunity came Saturday, and 
his slayer slipped away 
in the un­ 
derbrush without leaving a clew 
as 
To his identity. 
All that is known of the assassin 
is that he fired from the 3ame spot 
on the hillside opposite 
the 
store 
from which 
Callahan 
was wounded 
two years ago. 
Callahan gavd up his life for that 
strange rule of the feud country that 
permits the feudist to shoot his ene­ 
my from behind, but forbids the one 
who knows he is marked for death 
to flee in the face of danger. 
It was just a year ago that Calla­ 
han was preparing to leave Breathitt 
county, having arranged to 
sell all 
his belongings. He was sick of 
the 
feud and wanted 
to 
go 
to a new 
country where he could have peace. 
But just as 
he 
had 
completed ar­ 
rangements for 
his 
departure 
the 
cid feud that had raged around his 
family, the 
Hargises, 
the 
Deatons 
and the Whites broke out again. 
Then he decided to stay. 
Following 
the 
death 
of 
Judge 
.'amos Hargis at the 
hands 
of his 
son, Beach, Callahan essayed to quit 
the feud business. 
He 
retired to 
Crockettsville, a mountain hamlet on 
Long creek, where he owned a gen­ 
eral store, withdrew from politics as 
much as a Kentuckian could, and let 
it be understood that 
he 
was not 
looking for trouble. But trouble was 
looking for him, 
and 
it 
had been 
looking for him 
at 
intervals ever 
since. 
There were many 
accounts 
that 
had not been balanced, according to 
the view of families who had suffer­ 
ed at the hands of the Hargis-Calla- 
ban clan. 
There were the Deatons, for 
in- 
fi*ance. Jim Deaton died suddenly on 
tong creek, after an ostensible mis­ 
understanding with 
some 
of Calla­ 
han’s men about logging privileges. 
Deaton, for some 
reason 
or other, 
was distasteful to Hargis, and there 
was a general Impression that the 
bigging dispute 
was 
a 
convenient 
pretext. 
Anyway, the Deatons have always 
felt that way about it. 
Vengeance belonged to Willie Dea­ 
ton, hut he was too young then 
to 
take up a feud orphan’s task, 
and 
the Deatons waited for him to grow 
up. 
Before that Hargis was killed, hut 
Callahan remained, and in the full­ 
ness of 
time 
the 
Deaton-Callahan 
’end was on., with the Smiths allied 
lith the Deatons 
through 
ties of 
blood, and the Whites and Abners, 
old-time Hargis 
retainers, 
standing 
by Callahan. 
From time to time men have been 
rilled 
and 
wounded. 
Several 
at- 
empts had been made to assassinate 
Callahan. 
Once there was a pitched 
•attle at the Callahan store between 
he Deatons, headed by Willie, 
and 
Callahan at the head of a party of 
his friends. 
Several were wounded 
•and a Deaton mule was killed. 
The Deatons might have overlook­ 
ed the wounds of the men, but they 
affected to be 
greatly aggrieved by 
the death of the mule. The demand­ 
ed reparation 
which 
Callahan con­ 
sidered out of propotion to the value 
of the mule. and refused settlement, 
nr.d relations 
were worse 
strained 
than ever. 
Another time Callahan was shot aa 
he stood in the door of his store by 
an enemy concealed on the opposite 
mountain side, and for 
a 
time 
it 
was thought he would die. 
And still another time 
the Calla­ 
hans 
and 
the 
Deatofi-Smiths 
In­ 
trenched themselves in the Breathitt 
county court house and the Hargis 
stere, and a general battle was immi­ 
nent. but there was mediation and a 
peace pact was formed.

“W hat makes a building shake as lf 
it had the ague every time a truck 
with a twenty-ton girder rumbles by?” 
an engineer was asked. 
“Only the buildings whose founda­ 
tions do not go 
down to 
bed rock 
shake,” he replied. 
“The occupants 
of the building that rests 
on rock 
never know when a heavy load passes 
it. 
The man in {he building whose 
foundations go down just a few feet 
below the cellar floor, and stop in 
the subsoil, often imagines he is in 
the center of an earthquake. 
“When the wragon bearing the beam 
goes traveling along it bumps over 
the inequalities of the street with tre­ 
mendous force, and this imparts wave 
motions to the soil, which 
in turn 
transfer the vibrations to the old- 
style foundations, which sway 
and 
shake and tremble. 
The foundations 
whose piers rest on bed rock are not 
affected. 
A twenty-ton beam, as it 
slips from one paving stone to an­ 
other, imparts a force to the ground 
that may be likened 
to a constant 
bombardment, but because the w'ave 
of motion proceeds 
in 
constantly 
widening circles, and hence in con­ 
stantly diminishing force distributed 
all over the foundation, no harm re­ 
sults. 
If the force were all driven at 
one point the effect would be like 
that of a projectile from a battle­ 
ship.”

Explorers Steffansson and Anderson 
Find Men With Red Beards in 
Victoria Land. 


Tidings of a hitherto unknown race 
bae been received in dispatches from 
Stefansson and Anderson, 
who are 
conducting an expedition in the far 
north. 
T he strange race was located in 
Victoria Land, north of Cape Bexley. 
One theory of th eir origin 
is that 
they may be descendants of an an­ 
cient Icelandic colony from 
Green­ 
land. 
Of unusual interest is the fact 
that the natives bear names th a t can 
ae translated into English, suggesting 
hat survivors of the Franklin expedi­ 
tion may have lived among them. 
They have some Scandinavian char­ 
acteristics and are different from any 
other American aborigines. 
Two of 
them wore beards of a reddish color 
and all had light eyebrows. Nothing 
learned from them indicated th at the 
race as it exists today had ever seen 
a w’hite man. 
The courier who first w ent forward 
to parley with them alm ost lost his 
life, when a native attacked him with 
a knif*2. Friendly advances wfere final­ 
ly successful, and by means of the 
sign language and the assistance of 
native guides communication was held.

A-kuffi-a-kat-tag-mi-ut. 
It 
had 
been believed that the territory was 
uninhabited.
